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*“APOSTOLATE OF THE CATHOLIC LIBRA- 
RIAN” KEYNOTE OF FOURTH NATIONAL 
CONVENTION 

More than four-score Catholic librarians gathered 
in St. Louis to participate in the fourth national con- 
vention of the C.L.A. from April 14-16. The delegates 
trekked from a dozen States to enjoy the hospitality 
of St. Louis University, as well as the splendid pro- 
gram which had been arranged. The convention 
formally opened with the celebration of Mass in the 
University Chapel by Rev. Brendan McConnell, C.P., 
librarian, Passionist Preparatory Seminary, Nor- 


mandy, Mo. 
Tuesday, First Session 

The first general session was held at the Little 
Theatre, St. Louis University, and presided over by 
Fr. Etzig. A warm address of welcome was delivered 
by Rev. Robert S. Johnston, S.J., president of St. 
Louis University, who cordially greeted the delegates 
and stressed the social importance of libraries, which 
he termed storehouses of knowledge. Expressing the 
hope that an association of Catholic librarians will 
ever strive for perfection in its work, Fr. Johnston 
welcomed all to the University and called God’s bless- 
ings on all plans and projects. He then introduced His 
Excellency John J. Glennon, Archbishop of St. Louis, 
whose whimsical and serious discourse reflected a pro- 
found interest in librarianship in the broad, cultural 
sense of the word. Archbishop Glennon advised that 
all avoid inundation by the ceaseless outpouring of the 
presses, and that a sensible selection be made of the 
best of what is being produced in so frantic a manner 
by authors and publishers. Since truth is in the phi- 
losophy and the library of the Catholic librarian, suc- 
cess should be his, and with truth as its aim his library 
should grow healthily. At the conclusion of his re- 
marks Archbishop Glennon bestowed his episcopal 
blessing on his audience. 

Fr. Etzig paraphrased His Excellency’s talk as “The 
library of the future in the library of Truth.” The 
president’s message, “The Apostolate of the Catholic 
Librarian,” was an inspiring discourse fashioned by 
one who has so close at heart the problems and inter- 
ests of Catholic librarians. The final paper of the first 
session was “The Youth Movement and the Catholic 
Librarian,” delivered in her own forceful way by Sis- 
ter Cecil, C.S.J. 

Afternoon Session 

Roundtable discussions comprised the afternon pro- 
gam. The College and High School Section, directed 
by Sister Cecil, gathered in the Little Theatre, while 


the Seminary Section, grouped in the Exhibition Room 
of the Administration Building, was presided over by 
Rev. Thomas J. Shanahan, Librarian, St. Paul Semi- 
nary, St. Paul. 

The College and High School Section concerned it- 
self with “How the C.L.A. can be of service to educa- 
tional organizations.” Three phases of this question 
were discussed: “Objectives of educational organiza- 
tions,” led by Mr. Leonard J. Rogge, librarian, College 
of St. Thomas, St. Paul; “Professional training for 
Catholic librarians,” led by Rev. Francis A. Mullin, 
University of Michigan Library School; “Book selec- 
tion for Catholic libraries,” under the leadership of 
Sister Ildephonse, S.S.N.D., librarian, Messmer High 
School, Milwaukee. 

In the Seminary Section the theme was “The C.L.A. 
in the service of the Seminary.” A lively discussion 
centered about “Cooperative indexing,” led by Rev. 
Brendan McConnell, C.P.; “Reading lists of a Semi- 
narian,” with Fr. Etzig leading the discussion; and 
“Introducing the Seminarian to the library,” under 
the leadership of Fr. Shanahan. 

Wednesday, Morning Session 

On the morning of April 15 the delegates assembled 
for a second time in the Little Theatre, with Paul R. 
Byrne, vice-president, in the chair. Three papers were 
presented during this session: the first, entitled “Field 
work in a Catholic library effort,” was read by Hon. 
F. P. Kenkel, K.S.G., laetare medalist, and director of 
the Central Bureau Library, St. Louis: Rev. August 
T. Zeller, C.SS.R., Chaplain, Wisconsin Industrial 
School, Waukesha, called upon his varied experience 
in treating “The reading habits of the under-privileged 
boy”; while the third paper had to do with “The 
reading habits of the under-privileged girl,” and was 
written by Sister St. Ruth, librarian, D’Youville Col- 
lege, Buffalo, but read in her absence by Sister Fred- 
erick. Sister Bartholomew feelingly discussed work 
with the feeble minded, stressing the essential sim- 
plicity needed in dealing with this type of child. 

Afternoon Session 

Fr. Regnet called the afternoon session to order in 
the St. Louis Public Library. Dr. Arthur E. Bost- 
wick, librarian, cordially greeted the delegates and 
pointed out the advantages to be had from seeing how 

every other library is managed, even though its plan is 

not emulated. Mr. Charles H. Compton, assistant 

librarian and past president of the A.L.A.. delighted 

the visitors with readings from his popular book, Who 

Reads What? A fascinating record of what can be

ONE HUNDRED YEARS YOUNG! 

There is a slang expression, “The first hundred years 
are the hardest!” The trials and tribulations experi- 
enced by the Dublin Review in its struggle for exist- 
ence suggest that sometimes there is a modicum of 
truth in what is intended to be a passing triviality, 
The Dublin Review has survived besetting perils for 
the past ten decades and now enters upon another 
century. Many of our readers have already enjoyed 
the contents of the April issue, the centenary number, 
Shane Leslie has written an occasional centennial ode, 
and in the succeeding pages an interesting history of 
the periodical carries us through three-score years 
of unrelenting difficulties. Catholic librarians are 
grateful for the publication of the article, “Early 
Catholic Periodicals in England.” Here are recorded 
brief notices about the scores of Catholic periodicals 
which came into existence and passed out between 
1661 and 1876 (with the exception of a handful which 
are still performing a valiant service for Mother 
Church). 

The Dublin Review is one of our outstanding Catho- 
lic periodicals. Its contents are scholarly, and there- 
fore, permanent contributions to Catholic culture. 
Fifty years ago Cardinal Wiseman wrote: “If the 
secret history of the D.R. were known to the public, 
how strange it would appear! So often on the point 
of sinking, yet always rescued—it looks as if heaven 
regarded it propitiously.” Today it is evidently 
stronger than ever. May its second hundred years be 
blessed with every success, and may it continue to 
maintain its standing as a magazine of which Catho- 
lic scholars may well be proud!

FR. SYLVESTER TO REPORT CATHOLIC 
PRESS EXHIBIT FOR THE WORLD 

Arrangements have been made whereby Catholic 
librarians will receive first-hand information about the 
Catholic Press Exhibit to open at Rome on May 12. 
Fr. Sylvester Brielmaier has graciously agreed to 
report his observations for publication in the June 
issue of the Wortp. The exhibit will not only be an 
epoch-making event, but it will also be a definite con- 
tribution to Catholic bibliography. Fr. Sylvester is 
playing no small part in arranging for the exposition 
of magazines published by Capuchins throughout the 
world—some 500 all told, of which about 350 are still 
alive. At the same time he is preparing a bibliography 
of these periodicals to be published in the official 
periodical of the Order. It is said that the Jesuits 
and other Orders will take advantage of the golden 
opportunity to compile bibliographies of their periodi- 
cals. As Fr. Sylvester says, it would be an ideal occa- 
tion to gather material for a world bibliography of 
Catholic periodical literature.

done for the blind was revealed in the paper, “The 
librarian and the sightless,” delivered by Sister M. 
Archangela, O.S.F., Community Supervisor of Chicago. 
This topic was further enlarged upon by Mr. Edward 
Endicott of St. Louis, who discussed the Braille sys- 
tem and other means of conveying the beauties of 
literature to the blind. Mrs. Stock, chairman of work 
for the blind for the A.L.A., demonstrated machines 
and records for presenting literature to the sightless. 
Following the consideration of this important subject, 
the visitors were taken on a tour of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Library, and much interest centered upon the cata- 
log division. 

Thursday, Final Session 

The last session of the convention was signalled into 
order in the Little Theatre by Fr. Etzig. Dr. William 
A. FitzGerald, librarian, Brooklyn Preparatory, 
Brooklyn, and former secretary of the C.L.A., was 
right at home in presenting his paper, “Suggestions 
tuward the development of local conferences.” The 
speaker was introduced as the parental instigator of 
the local unit, which is the thing most vital to the or- 
ganization. Dr. FitzGerald reviewed the history of 
the local conference, laying particular emphasis on the 
Brooklyn-Long Island meetings of the past. 

At the business meeting reports were submitted by 
the secretary-treasurer, editor of the WORLD, Com- 
mittee on Subject Headings, and the Cooperative Com- 
mittee for Wilson’s General Literature and Essay In- 
dex. It was moved by Father Spearman, son of the 
famous novelist, and librarian of St. Ignatius College, 
Los Angeles, that an honorary membership be con- 
ferred on His Excellency, Archbishop Glennon, in 
recognition of his presence and encouragment. The 
motion was seconded by Fr. Regnet, and adopted 
unanimously. The recommendations of the Resolu- 
tions Committee were enthusiastically approved. 

In closing the convention Fr. Etzig declared that 
the C.L.A. needs the cooperation and effort of each 
member through definite activity, especially in the 
form of missionary work in his or her locality. He 
reiterated his abiding trust that the Association will 
uplift the librarian to the heights of idealism. 

Following luncheon at the Melbourne Hotel, the 
convention program was brought to a fitting climax in 
a four-hour tour of the city. The trip was arranged 
and donated by mine host, Fr. Regnet, and comprised 
visits to St. Louis Cathedral, Central Bureau Library, 
Jefferson Memorial, Maryville, Fontbonne and Web- 
ster Groves colleges. 

A few figures: 86 registered from 13 States and 
D.C. representing 66 libraries; there were 15 priests, 
7? Brothers, 50 Sisters, and 14 lay folk; 24 colleges, 
22 high schools, 7 universities, 7 seminaries, and six 
other libraries, including ornaments, three non-Catho- 
lic, were represented. 


EXECUTIVE COUNCIL SESSION 

The Executive Council held a session of intense 
discussion on April 13. Far-reaching plans to make 
more effective the objectives of the C. L. A. were given 
careful consideration. The following members of the 
Council were present: Fr. Etzig, Paul J. Byrne, Dr. 
William A. FitzGerald, and Sister Cecil, C.S.J. Due 
to illness and contemporaneous sessions of the N. C. 
E. A. at New York, other members of the Council 
could not attend. 
Objectives of the C. L. A. as outlined by the Ex- 

ecutive Council are: 

1. To aid in the book selection problem of Educa- 
tional institutions. 

2. To draw up a list of subject headings for re- 
ligious literature. 

3. To supplement the religion section of the L. C. 
classification. 

4. To assist the Board of Education for Librarian- 
ship in accrediting Catholic library training 
agencies. 

Recommendations submitted: 

1. We recommend that education for librarianship 
be restricted geographically by defining the pri- 
mary purpose of each school. 

2. We endorse (for the training of Catholic libra- 
rians) the standards set up by the A. L. A. for 
the professional training of librarians.

FOR CHILDREN 

A boon to parents, teachers, and others who must 
provide Catholic reading material for young children 
is the widely circulated series of Medal Stories pre- 
pared by the Daughters of Charity of Emmitsburg, 
Maryland, and sold in the five-and-ten-cent stores of 
the country. The new Rainbow Edition of seven 
books, an expansion of the first edition of four books 
appearing about three years ago, is now being made 
available. The Blue Book of Medal Stories and the 
Rose Book are already on sale, and the Gold Book 
and the Violet Book will be ready this fall. 

The little stories are also being printed serially in 
many Catholic papers which subscribe to the 
N. C. W. C. features. The books are published by 
the Whitman Company, Racine, Wisconsin. Ten-cent 
stores which do not carry the books in stock can usu- 
ally be brought to do so with very little persuasion. 

The smallest of children can understand the stories 
when they are read aloud, and the average little pupil 
of the second or third grade is able to read them for 
himself. The stories, of which there are about five in 
each volume, are built around the lives of saints or 
incidents in modern Catholic life. Little rhyming 
couplets interspersed through them serve to charm 
the child as well as to clinch a salutary thought. And 
certainly not the last nor least delightful feature of 
these attractive little books are the illustrations in 
black and white by Juanita Bennett; they are suf- 
ficiently plentiful and are unusually interesting to the 
child.

This 
work, like all other educational projects, will take root 
and grow when we have a body of Catholic educators 
and a Catholic laity who will support the work be- 
cause of convictions based on a deep knowledge and 
appreciation of good literature, both religious and 
secular.
